I have before me the 23rd report to the United Nations, covering June 1 to 15, sf Gu.sval 
Matthew B. Ridgeway, in which he says that the enemy strength in Korea had "Deteriowsted con= 
siderably" on the eve of Jacob Malik's proposal for a cease-fire.
